Hospital Board Seeks ’76 Budget Boost

The Rush Memorial Hospital 
board met in regular session 
Monday evening with Iden 
H ungerford presiding. 
The 
board meeting was held in the 
second 
floor 
lounge of the 
hospital 
E arl 
Stein, 
hospital 
ad­ 
ministrator, advised the board 
that the 1976 budget is short 
approxim ately $125,000. The 
Ixiard discussed the problem 
and finally unanimously moved 
to ask for the right to increase 
the budget by $125,000 
The 
request must be sent to the 
County Council who must ap 
prove The hospital will absorb 
the extra cost. The hospital is 
currently 
running 
ap ­ 
proximately 8 per cent over the 
budget. Stein pointed out that 


one area on the budget is bad 
debts 
which 
$50,000 
was 
budgeted. 
The 
board 
has 
already approved $82,(KH) worth 
of bad debts to be written off 
Jack Ragan, representing 
Indiana 
Hospital 
Services, 
approached the board con­ 
sidering a long range planning 
service. Ragan explained the 
advantages of having such a 
service and h»> stated that his 
three man staff could have a 
final report in approximately 
five months. The approximate 
cost would be $5,500 to $6,500. 
The Ixia rd voted to table action 
on the plan. 
The hospital payed $180,021.78 
in bills for October Stein asked 
the board to consider looking 
into a new computer for billing.

very concerned about this and is 
acting to remedy the problem 
Stein informed the board that

GOP Hints Tax Increase

caucus 
On 
Saturday, 
the 
Democratic 
Senate 
majority 
(28-22) picked Sen. Robert Fair 
of Princeton as president pro 
tem and the Democratic House 
minority chose Rep. Michael 
Phillips of Boonville, as minori­ 
ty leader. 
The remaining caucus 
by 
Senate 
Republicans 
will 
be 
Wednesday, involving a three- 
way race for minority leader 
among Sens. Martin Edwards, 
New Castle; John Mutz, In­ 
dianapolis, and Joseph Har­ 
rison, Attica. 
After his unanimous election 
us speaker, Burrous told news 
reporters that in the 1977-78 
session "we are going to be 
faced with. first and foremost, 
looking at the property tax

I 
have always said there will 
come a time there needs to be 
a modification of that program 
Right now we are doing some 
research, what are the pos­ 
sibilities, what needs to be 
done, what revenues are still 
available.” 
"We also have to look at the 
question of police and firemen’s 
pensions," Burrous said. "I am 
having drafted a proposal 
that 
makes a 
multitude of 
changes as far as police and 
firemen’s benefits across the 
state of Indiana. I am not at 
liberty to give all the details 
until we find out how many 
dollars will be raised by the 
anticipated source of revenue 
we are looking at.” 
"We almost surely are going 
to 
be 
looking 
at 
highway 
financing," Burrous said "This 
crosses party lines 
We need 
some additional highway funds 
The Transportation 
Advisory 
Committee has found there is a 
great receptiveness on the part 
of the public for additional 
money to be raised so we can 
have better highways. We are 
looking right now at w hat are 
the 
best 
avenues 
to 
raise 
money for that.” 
Although he did not identify 
the 
revenue 
sources 
being 
looked at, Burrous apparently 
referred to a possible hike in 
gasoline tax dollars, such as a 
change from a gallonagc tax to 
a value tax 
Burrous said of a study that 
recommended $200 million in 
construction of new correctional 
institutions: "We know we can't 
reach that but there are some 
avenues we can take take care 
of immediate problems and 
begin to set the tone for a long- 
range solution ” 


"There will be an issue of 
1 utilities that will be with us 
again,” Burrous said. "I am 
not sure what can be done as 
tar 
as 
the 
legislature 
is 
concerned but we are certainly 
going to be open and willing to 
work 
with 
the 
Democratic 
majority in the Senate to devise 
a program that will be in the 
best interests of the citizens " 


Lamkin said the new GGP 
majority in the House "will not 
shy away from issues" and said 
he thought despite the political 
ly divided chambers “a concen­

Taxing Problem

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The prospects 
for the continuation of property tax relief in 
accordance with the views of Gov. Otis R. 
Bowen, its principal author, appeared to 
have improved slightly. 
This time Bowen, who became the first 
chief executive ever re-elected to a second 
consecutive four-year term , has a House 
controlled by his own political party and a 
Senate controlled by the Democrats In the 
1975-66 sessions, the House was Democratic, 
56-44 and the Senate Republican. 27-23. The 
unofficial count for the next legislature is a 
House composed of 52 Republicans and 48 
Democrats and a Senate of 28 Democrats 
and 22 Republicans. 
Rep Kermit 0. Burrous, RPeru. the likely 
next House speaker, said "the governor is in 
a better position simply because the budget- 
making power and the initiation of tax 
legislation starts in the House It is better to 
be able to start such legislation." 
Rep William Long, RLafayette, who is 
considered a likely choice as House Ways 
and Means chairman in the next session, 
succeeding Rep. Spencer S c h n a i t t e r , 
DMadison, also said he thought the governor 
would benefit by the change 
Bowen’s 
1973 
tax 
restructuring 
plan, 
including its property tax relief financed 
with increased sales tax, is certain to bt* a 
major 
target 
for 
Democratic 
surgery. 
Bowen himself is expected to recommend 
some changes but not of the same nature 
that Democrats have talked about 
“We may be able to eliminate some of the 
things that might be passed by one house, 
leaving the other house to stop," Long said 
“If I am chairman of House Ways and 
Means, there may be some bills that get 
headed off at the pass ” 
Long 
said 
he 
recognized 
t h a t 
municipalities must have more money but 
that some controls must remain to keep 
property taxes from again reaching the 
levels 
they 
did 
"I thought 
the 
Local 
Government Control Board and the School 


Control Board were two of the things that 
kept the property tax relief going," Long 
said. 
But Sen. Frank O’Bannon, DCorydon, one 
of the possible choices for next Senate 
Finance Committee chairman, succeeding 
Sen. Lawrence Borst, RIndianapolis, said 
that 
the 
Democratic 
majority on 
that 
committee can do what the GOF majority 
did last time and amend House-passed tax 
bills to fit their concept of what the state 
needs 
"We hav reached a critical point where 
the tax package won’t hold together due to 
increased 
costs 
of 
education 
a n d 
reassessm ent.” O’Bannon said “There has 
to be some major adjustments this year. 
Although the Republicans have control of 
the House and the governor’s office, the 
Democratic input in the Senate is going to 
be significant.” 


Bowen appeared to have eased the tension

State Board of Tx Commissioners with his 
blessing. The board adopted a regulation 
providing for a 30 per cent reduction in true 
cash value of property as a means of 
counteracting inflation that has occurred 
between 1967, the last assessment time, and 
March I, 1978, the completion date for the 
current reassessment.

NEW YORK (UFI) — One hears talk now 
and then that cathode ray videoscreens, 
microfiche film, copying 
machines and 
audio broadcasting ultimately will make 
obsolete printing on paper, one of man’s 
greatest achievements 
Don’t you believe it, says James R 
McClintick, vice president of the printing 
products division of UM Co., St Paul 
Since 3M has done as mueh as any 
company in the country to replace printing 
with 
new 
electronic 
and 
photographic 
processes, McCiintick's opinion deserves a 
hearing. 
"Most people don’t even realize how big 
the printing and publishing industry is," 
McClintick says 
"It will have a gross 
volume of about $43 billion for this year and 
will be topped by only five other industry 
groups — food and beverages, housing and 
other 
construction, 
chemicals, 
primary 
metals and automotive vehicles." 
The 
skyrocketing 
cost 
of 
p a p e r 
(newsprint, for instance, is now around $300 
a ton) has done as much to prompt talk 
about 
printing 
obsolesence 
as 
h a s 
technological progress in the other methods 
of mass communications 
Nevertheless, McClintick is convinced that 
printing, in all its varied forms, is one of the 
country’s real stable growth industries Its 
volume will grow ll) to 12 per cent this year, 
he said 
Nor does McClintick believe the new non 
press graphic technologies such as laser 
beam printing and microfiche will be overall 
rivals of the printing press "Frinters and 
publishers 
who use* these processes 
in 
tandem with Gutenberg's basic invention of 
printing on paper are the ones who will find 
the new market opportunities," he said 


"They will play the significant roles in a 
business whose volume should grow to $60 
billion by 1981.” 


McClintick said the recent Graph Expo 76 
in New York, attended by about 20,000 
printers 
from

demonstrated

technological progress 


"Most 
of 
the 
technologies 
used

publishing and printing today could not have 
been imagined even 25 years ago," he said 
“Many newspaper reporters and editors now 
use electronic video-screen c o m p o s e r s 
instead of conventional typewriters and 
paper They feed their copy into a computer 
from which it is retrieved to activate a 
photocomposing machine Most printers no 
longer handle hot metal type but are more 
familiar with electronic and optical image 
making because of the photooffset revolution 
which

Three M has been in the black and white 
and color offset plate making business for 26 
years 


Recently it produced an imaging system 
called Pyrofax thai enables newspapers to 
make metal plates in two minutes instead of

Its latest contribution is a waterless offset 
plate that could cut printing costs another 4

BAYOU GOULA, La (UPI) — Three’s a 
crowd in the Chapel of the Madonna. 
The white weatherboard chapel facing a 
levee on the Mississippi River Road is 
barely 10-by-14 feet. 
Each Aug 
15, on the Feast of the 
Assumption, the Rev. Lester Schexnayder 
sets up a table on the concrete slab in front 
and says mass for 300 to 400 persons who sit 
on folding chairs. 
"It would be cramped in there, especially 
with two altar boys and a commentator,” 
said Schexnayder, Pastor of Our Lady of 
Prompt Succor Church in White Castle, six 
miles downriver. 
"In the early years the priest said the 
mass in there, facing the altar and not the 
people. The priest and the two altar boys, 
they were the only ones who could fit.” 
The Vatican Council eased the problem 
when it cnanged the mass to have priests 
face their congregations. 
The annual 
mass is the only 
ritual 
performed at the chapel although it is 
always open to the public. The double door 


is kept locked, but a key is housed in a 
chest-high box outside. 
The mass is said to fulfill a promise made 
by Anthony Gullo who built the chapel in 
1905. Gullo’s son was sick and near death. 
He prayed to the Blessed Virgin and 
promised to build a chapel for her if the boy 
survived. The son recovered, and Gullo 
imported a marble Madonna from Italy. 


Neighbors 
helped 
build 
the 
chapel, 
originally an octagonal eight-by-five feet 
structure on the riverside. It was moved 
back to the edge of a sugar cane field when 
the levees were built. 


A hurricane in the 1920s demolished the 
original building The enlarged version was 
built on the same spot 
Rita Zito, 65, has been caretaker of the 
chapel for 16 years, walking a quarter mile 
up the River Road every day to check the 
candles. 
“I didn t want to take it," she said, "but 
my dad. when he was living, said to try it 
for one year And I didn’t want to leave it 
after that. It's just a pleasure to fool with it.

Stewart watches the birds daily and it 
renews his spirit The fascination has to do 
with the birds’ unique circus act style of 
Hying 
They fly instinctively information in a 
circular pattern and at a certain point in 
their upward 
spiral, the pigeons 
vault 
themselves into a backward somersault and 
tumble downward. 
“There is not a more beautiful sight to me 
than to see those birds circling against a 
backdrop of a cloudy sky flipping into a roll 
downward," said Stewart, who is a Texas 
A&M University extension entomologist for 
a 19-county area of Southwest Texas 
Stewart started raising pigeons as a hobby 
when he was 13 years old and recommends 
the birds as an inexpensive and satisfying 
hobby. 
He said the roller pigeons sometimes get 
so caught up in the performance they fail to 


pull out of their rolls and erash dive into the 
ground and injure themselves or die 
One time, Stewart said, his pigeons were 
circling high and suddenly a pigeon hawk 
sliced through the formation seeking easy 
prey. 
"I looked up and saw the rollers scatter," 
he said 
"They started employing their 
performing ability as a defensive measure 
against the hawk 
Some broke the flight 
formation and went into a roll toward safety 
on the ground Others spiraled upward and 
were soon out of sight in the clear blue sky." 
Unable to catch the pigeons, the hawk 
gave up and left, Stewart said None of the 
pigeons was lost 
The pigeons are capable of flying high. 
Stewart said, but are at the mercy of the 
wind at times. 


One winter day, a strong north wind blew 
in while the birds were flying and soon they 
were blown out of sight, he said. 
"I thought they were gone for good, and 
didn’t see how they would ever find their
